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Grain  prices  generally  advanced  during  the  October-January  period  with  hard 
winter  wheat  and  rye  the  principal  exceptions.  Grain  prices  in  January  were  well 
above  a  year  ago  with  the  exception  of  wheat  and  rye  which  were  well  below. 
Stocks  of  feed  grains  on  January  1  were  10  percent  less  than  last  year  reflecting 
smaller  holdings  of  each  of  the  four  feed  grains.  Wheat  stocks  were  down  11  per- 
cent from  a  year  earlier  while  soybeans  in  storage  declined  6  percent  from  the 
record  high  of  a  year  ago. 

WHEAT  . . .  prices  followed  a  mixed  trend  in  the  October- January  period  with 
hard  winter  wheat  declining  4-5jz?  per  bushel  in  the  period.  Soft  red  winter  ad- 
vanced \-3>i   per  bushel.  Supplies  of  hard  winter  are  ample  while  those  of  soft 
red  winter  are  more  nearly  in  line  with  expected  needs.  Spring  and  durum  wheat 
closed  the  period  slightly  lower.  At  the  third  week  of  January  hard  winter  and 
spring  wheat  ranged  6-10^  per  bushel  above  the  effective  support  level  with  soft 
red  winter  and  durum  wheat  either  at  the  support  level  or  slightly  below.  Stocks 
of  wheat  in  all  positions,  January  1,  totaled  1,443  million  bushels,  171  million 
less  than  a  year  earlier  and  the  smallest  since  1958.  Of  the  total  stocks  902 
million  were  either  owned  by  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  or  under  loan.  Farmers 
put  I64  million  bushels  of  1964-crop  wheat  under  price  support  through  December 
31  —  19  million  more  than  a  year  earlier.  Exports  of  wheat  and  flour,  July 
through  December,  totaled  385  million  bushels,  slightly  above  last  year's  record. 
Milling  of  wheat  for  flour  at  287  million  was  24  million  below  a  year  ago.  Wheat 
supplies  in  Canada  for  1964-65  total  1,061  million  bushels  —  150  million  less 
than  for  1963-64.  Canadian  exports  of  wheat  and  flour  totaled  195  million  August 
through  December  this  season  as  against  258  million  the  same  months  of  1963. 

RYE  . . .  prices  averaged  sharply  below  last  season  due  to  the  larger  supplies 
and ■ relatively  small  exports.  Prices  at  Minneapolis  in  January  averaged  27^  per 
bushel  below  a  year  earlier.  Rye  stocks  of  21.0  million  bushels  were  6.3  million 
above  last  year.  Practically  all  of  the  increase  was  in  farm  stocks.  Exports  of 
1.3  million  bushels,  July-December,  were  less  than  a  third  those  of  a  year  earlier. 
While  rye  used  for  alcohol  was  the  smallest  in  over  ten  years,  the  quantity  milled 
for  flour  was  about  the  same  as  last  year.  Farmers  had  3.3   million  bushels  of 
1964-crop  rye  under  price  support  at  the  end  of  December  as  against  1.5  million  a 
year  earlier. 

CORN  . . .  prices  generally  advanced  during  the  October-January  period  reflecting 
the  smaller  crop  and  the  good, export  demand.  Market  prices  the  first  three  weeks 
of  January  ranged  from  5-7^  per  bushel  above  January  1964.  Stocks  of  corn  in  all 
positions  on  January  1  totaled  3,922  million  bushels  —  462  million  less  than  a 
year  earlier.  Of  the  total  stocks,  CCC  owned  835  million  with  an  additional  550 
million  under  loan  or  reseal.  Exports  of  143  million  bushels  of  corn  the  first 
quarter  were  only  slightly  below  last  year  with  wet  milling'  of  47  million  also 
down  slightly.  Around  940  million  bushels  of  corn  were  fed  the  first  quarter  — 
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sharply  above  last  year  and  also  above  average.  The  number  of  grain  consuming  animal™ 
units  fed  in  1964-65  is  currently  estimated  at  167.1  million  compared  with  170.3 
million  in  1963-64  and  168.5  million  the  5-year  average.  On  this  basis  5.6  bushels  of 
corn  were  fed  per  animal  unit  the  first  quarter  this  season  as  against  5.0  last  season 
and  5.4  bushels  the  average. 

OATS  . . .  prices  advanced  gradually  during  the  October- January  period  reflecting 
in  part  the  smallest  supplies  in  22  years  of  record.  Market  prices  in  January  at 
Minneapolis  and  Chicago  were  4(^  per  bushel  above  January  1964.  Stocks  of  oats  on 
January  1  totaled  7i2  million,  nearly  61  million  less  than  last  year.  Disappearance 
mainly  for  feed,  July  through  December,  totaled  486  million  —  3  million  mere  than 
the  year  before  —  but  otherwise  the  smallest  of  record.  Exports  of  less  than  3 
million  bushels  were  the  smallest  since  1954. 

BARLEY  . . .  prices  at  the  farm,  October-December,  averaged  3^  per  bushel  above  the 
same  months  a  year  earlier.  Market  prices  for  malting  barley  at  Minneapolis  in 
January  were  9^  above  a  year  ago  while  feed  barley  vras  14   higher  on  the  West  Coast. 
Stocks  in  all  positions  on  January  1  at  310  million  were  the  smallest  since  1957. 
Disappearance  of  234  million  the  first  half  of  the  season  was  9  million  above  the 
previous  season.  Exports  of  31  million  were  3  million  higher  while  industrial  use, 
mainly  beer  and  alcohol,  was  also  2  million  higher.  Feed  usage  was  2  percent  above 
the  same  months  a  year  earlier.  About  13  million  bushels  of  1964-crop  barley  were 
put  under  price  support  through  December  31  —  6  million  less  than  a  year  ago. 

GRAIN  SORGHUM  ...  prices  at  the  farm  for  October-December  averaged  15^  per  cwt. 
above  a  year  ago.  Market  prices  were  around  13^  per  cwt.  higher  the  first  three 
weeks  of  January,  Stocks  of  533  million  cwt.  were  the  smallest  in  four  years  and  40 
million  below  last  year.  Of  the  total  stocks,  CCC  owned  329  million  with  an  additional 
52  million  cwt.  under  loan  or  reseal.  Exports  of  14  million  cwt.  the  first  quarter 
were  4  million  less  than  in  1963.  The  quantity  remaining  for  feed  at  89  million  cwt. 
was  14  million  below  a  year  earlier. 

SOYBEAN  . . .  prices  at  Illinois  points  for  October  through  January  averaged  7^  per 
bushel  above  a  year  earlier  reflecting  record  exports  and  crushings.  Prices  at  these 
points  in  January  averaged  12jzf  above  January  1964.  Stocks  of  525  million  bushels  on 
January  1  were  34  million  below  a  year  ago.  Crushings  of  131  million  and  exports  of 
80  million  were  well  above  the  record  of  two  years  ago.  Through  December  31  farmers 
put  only  18  million  bushels  of  soybeans  under  price  support  as  against  50  million  a 
year  earlier. 

FLAXSEED  ...  averaged  $3.18  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis  the  first  part  of  January 
compared  with  $3.10  a  year  earlier.  Flaxseed  stocks  of  nearly  23  million  were  7 
million  below  a  year  ago.  Exports  of  flaxseed,  July- Dec ember,  of  nearly  6  million 
were  more  than  double  a  year  earlier.  Crushings  of  over  11  million  bushels  were  2.6 
million  above  the  same  months  of  1963.  Farmers  put  6  million  bushels  of  flaxseed 
under  price  support  by  the  end  of  December  as  against  10  million  a  year  earlier. 

NOTE:  Data  on  stocks,  production  and  seed  usage  from  Crop  Reporting  Board; 
imports,  exports,  quantity  milled  or  processed  from  Census  Bureau;  and  alcohol  usage 
from  Internal  Revenue  Service.  Production  and  stocks  for  1963  and  1964  are  prelim- 
inary.  October-December  1964  data  are  partly  estimated.  Since  the  statistics  are 
preliminary  and  subject  to  revision  and  represent  data  reported  by  several  independent 
sources,  no  attempt  is  made  to  force  a  balance  between  supply  and  reported  disappearance.
